This rule making implements, in whole or in part, Iowa Code section 161A.4.

Purpose and Summary

This proposed rule making would change the frequency of meetings by the State Soil Conservation
and Water Quality Committee from monthly to quarterly. The Committee voted to advance this rule
making at its meeting on October 6, 2022.

The following rule-making action is proposed:
Amend rule 27—2.2(161A) as follows:

27—2.2(161A) Time of meetings. The committee meets monthly, generally the first Thursday of each
month quarterly. The chairperson or amajority of the committeemay establishmeetings at more frequent
intervals.
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
